NEW YORK, Septembers.—The Her- 


ald publishes the following from St. 
Augustine, Fla.: The main part of the 
wrecked steamer Vera Cruz was beach- 
ed on Anastasia Island, some twelve 
miles from this city, near Matanzas, 
and ber freight strewed the beach the 
entire length of the island, and also on 
the north beach (main land) for several 
miles. 
Her freight was very viluable, 


and came ashore in great quantities. 
The pilots of St. Augustine, of whom 
there are five, were the first to discover 
that the wreck had occurred, and, what 
was of more consequence to them, the 
vast amount of freight already beached 
and more coming. They at once form- 
ed themselves into a joint stock com- 
pany for the time, and went for that 
freight with a vim Monday and Tues- 
day, August 30 and 31. They kept the 
matter of the wreck a profound secret 
until the night of the 31st of August. 
In the meantime the pilots had worked 
both day and night. 
Having entire 


possession of both -beach and cargo, 
they managed to have many a goodly 
pile stored up at different points of the 
beach, worth thousands of dollars. Sev- 
eral trunks belonging to passengers 
came ashore in good order, only to be 
broken open and rifled. One evidently 
belonged to a lady of wealth, for it was 
filled with costly silk, dianonds and 
clothing of the finest order, and laces 
worth many a dollar. A gold watch 
and chain, also two valuable bracelets, 
were found in this trunk. In another 
trunk a large pocket-book well filled 
with bills was found by these fortunate 
pilots. In fact, they had a bonanza, 
and they worked it for all it was worth, 
having gold watches, diamonds, well- 
filled wallets, elaborate clothing, and 
many tons of valuable freight as thei 
reward. Indeed, the latter was in such 
vast proportions that teams were em 
ploved for several days in hauling their 
find, and large lighters were loaded with 
the produce. 


When the matter leaked out. las 


Tuesday night, the whole city was 
alive with excitment. Everybody who 
bad a boat or could borrow or press one 
into service hied away to the beach 
Nor was this wrecking fever confined ti 
the Minorcans or negroes, but busines 
men and clerks for the time turned 
wreckers, and the beach was thronged 
with anxious hunters for cast-up treas- 
ures of the sea, and notwithstanding 
pilots had the cream of the finds, and 
only the gleanings remained, yet enough 
was gathered to jrepay them all richly 
and enable the major part of the popu- 
lation to dispense with hog, mullet and 
hominy, and live on ham, preserves, 
canned goods, and wash it down with 
either wine or ale. Many camped on 
the beach all night. 


A bag of mail-matter was found 


September 1. Being duly cut open and 
examined, and nothing found in it worth 
keeping, it was handed over to'the 
Postmaster. Several bodies were wash- 
ed ashore. After .being inspected and 
plundered they were buried in the sand 
on the beach. The corpse of a young 
lady came ashore on whose person was

DEATH OF JOHN GRAHAM. 


One of the Beat Known and Best Men of 
the City. 


The following obituary notice of the 
ather of Mrs. M. Gamble, of this city, is 
aken from the Louisville Courier-Journal 
if Sept. 6th, 1880: 
Mr. (John Graham, one of Louisville's 


)ldest and most thoroughly respected citi- 
ens, died at 10 o'clock yesterday morn- 
og, at his residence, on Chestnut, near 
Seventh. Mr. Graham's sickness was only 
>f one week's duration, and his death -was 


holly unexpected. Until Thursday eve- 
tig he waa not considered to be seriously 
II, but since that time he had been steaa- 
ly sinking. His disease was uremia. 
Mr. Graham came to this city from the 


northern part of Ireland with his parents 
when quite n child, and has been a resi- 
lent of Louisville ever since., His father 
was well-known here, having died many 
years ago. Mr. Graham had three broth- 
irs, William, Andrew and Ueorge,Andrew 
>eing the only one now aiive. He also bad 
hree sisters, Mrs. Col. Fuller and Mrs. 
/rowell, of this city, and Miss Graham. 
it. Graham learned the carpenter trade 
when a young man, and for a number of 
'ears he and his brother were together in 
he carpenter and house-building busi- 
ness here. Shortly before the war he went 
nto the lumber business, and at the close 
of the war was probably the largest lum- 
>er merchant in this section of the coun- 
ry. In this business he continued until 
i is death, the firm being now John Gra- 
ham & Son. 


Mr. Graham was prominent in business 
or his ^upright course and sterling hones- 
y. Every friend who met him in busi- 
ness says of him that he was a pushing, 
.borough business man, and never allowed 
lirasclf to interfere in the slightest.degrce 
with the business of anybody else. 
He 


paid strict attention to his own individual 
iffairs, and let others do the same for 
hemselves. He wss a strict Presbyterian 
n belief, and has been for a long time one 
of the pillars of support to the congrega- 
tion that now worships in the tabernacle, 
on Broadway and Fourth. By none will 
le be missed more than the congregation 
where he has so long been one of the most 
irominent figures. 


Mr. Graham was in tbc C6th year of his 


age at the time of his death, and leaves a 
amily consisting of a wife and three 
sons, Messrs. Samuel P., John and Wai- 
ace, and also three daughters, Mrs. Dr, 
Weller and Mrs. Wm.
